ANTITOXIN GIVES HOPE 


Doctor Who Treated Miss 
Schoellkopf Near Death for 
Time—Contact a Mystery. 


Dr, Clarence BE. Pierce, @ years old, of 
O'Fallon, Ill., is in a critical condigion 
from tetanus, contracted when treating 
Miss Emeline Schoellkopf, who died 
from the disease Tuesday. 

Miss Schoellkopf, who was 39 years 
old and lived in Belleville, was stricksn 
with the disease after stepping on a 
rusty nail in the yard at the home of 
ber sister, Mrs. Henry Hiedemann, 
whom she was visiting in O'Fallon. She 
was a recent convert’ to Christian 
Ecience and tried the efficacy of that 
creed in her case for several hours until 
the pain in her foot became so intense 
she sent for Dr. Pierce. 

Three Doctors Treated Her. 

Dr. H. T.. Bechtold of O'Fallon and 
Dr. C. H. Starkel of Belleville assisted 
Dr. Pierce in treating the woman until 
4a. m. Tuesday. When the medical men 
said they had done all they could, the 
members of the family released them 
and told them a Christian Science prac- 
titioner would be sent for. Before the 
practitioner arrived Miss Schoellkopf 
had died. 

Wednesday morning Dr. Pierce was 
riding with Dr. Andrew Cleveland of 
C’Fallon in Cleveland’s automobile. They 
had gone about a mile from Dr, Cleve- 
land’s office when Dr. Pierce exclaimed: 

“TIT believe I’m getting lockjaw.”’ 

Unconscious in Automobile. 

Dr. Pierce’s muscles had become tense 
and he showed all the symptoms of 
tetanus. Dr. Cleveland turned the au- 
tomobile about and sped back to his 
office, where he administered 20,000 units 
of antitoxin to Dr. Pierce, who had be- 
come unconscious. 

All Wednesday Dr. Cleveland repeat- 
ed the 20,00 units dose of the serum 
until Thursday, When he reduced it ‘to 
5000. Friday he had administered 125,000 
units and Dr. Pierce had regained con- 
sciousness, It was thought Thursday 
he could not recover, but he rallied so 
Friday morning that it is hoped he will 
live. 

“T cannot account for lis contracting 
the disease,’’ Dr. Cleveland told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “I have examined 
his body closely, but can find no abra- 
sion. Tetanus is not thought to be 
contagious, but is infectious by con- 
tact. The germs do not live in oxygen.”

Votes, higher wages and better work- 
ing conditions, as justice to women, 
Were advocated by Miss Alice Henry 
of Chicago in an address to 200 men arid 


150 women guests at a luncheon in the 
City Club, Friday. Miss Henry is,editor 
of Life and Labor, official organ of the 
Woman’s Trades Union League. Her 
subject was “Woman in Modern In- 
dustry as a National Responsibility.” 

“Women are entitled to good wages,”’ 

said Miss Henry. “Six dollars a week is 
not a sufficient return for any woman’s 
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sald, the 10-hour law for women was 
in force and caused a great improve- 
ment in conditions. 


“The. women of today are the mothers 
of the next generation,”’ she said. “They 
must not be injured, overworked and 
driven to poor health unless we want 
the country to suffer in years te come.”’ 

Safety for working women, Miss Henry 
declaredy lies in the trades and labor 
unions. Girle who worked in the Tri- 
angle shirt waist factory in New York, 
the scene of a disastrous fire, were not 
organised and could not demand Detter 
treatment, she said. The unions give 
women strength to assert and obtain 
their rights, she declared.

_ Col, Roosevelt’s contemptuous treat- 
Ment of the letter sent to him by Gov. 
Hadley, suggesting a Missouri com- 
promise between the Progressive and 
Republican parties, has caused the be- 
ef that the Governor will make no 
further overtures to the Progressives. 
His proposal was that the Progressives 
Should indorse Republican State nom- 
Inees, and he held out in return the 
Prospect that many Bepublicans would 
vote for Roosevelt. 

Gov. Hadley sent the letter to Col. 
Roosevelt by A: A. B. Woerheide, presi- 
dent of the Police Board and an out- 
and-out member of the Progressive par- 
ty. The Colonel read it, but sent no re- 
ply, and made no acknowledgment until, 
in an interview in Iowa, he told of hav- 
ing received and rejected a compromise 
proposal from Missouri Republican lead- 
ers. He did not mention Hadley’s name, 
and said he had replied to the proposal 
in his speech before the convention. 

Going back over his Jai Alai Building 
speech, the Colonel’s supporters then 
recalled that he had advised them to 
nominate an. independent State ticket, 
but said it was not necessary that all 
their candidates for judgeships should 
belong to their party, so long as they 
Were progressive men. The convention 
took a more radical view of this mat- 
ter than the Colonel did, and rejected 
the Republican nominees. for the Su- 


preme Court, putting up men from their 
Own number. 
Doubts If He Cap Get on Ticket. 


. Hadley told the Colonel in his letter 
that, in his opinion, neither the State 
nominees nor the Roosevelt’ electors 
could be placed on the official ballot un- 
til the State primary law has been de- 
clared unconstitutional. 

Hadley’s letter recommended the Re- 

publican. State nominees individually, 
with the exception of James J. Alford, 
nominee for Secretary of State, and Ed- 
ward G. Marsh, nominee for Railroad 
Commissioner. They were ignored. 
, The Governor said in his latest state- 
ment that, so far as he knew, no other 
communication than his had been sent 
to Col. Roosevelt concerning the sit- 
uation. He also said he had not intrust- 
ed Jesse Tolerton, State Game Ward- 
en, with any mission in the matter. 
Woerheide met the Colonei on the train 
between Indianapolis and St. Louis. 

When he was asked Tuesday, by long- 
Mistance telephone, if he had made a 
eproposition to Roosevelt, the Governor 
‘told a Post-Dispatch reporter he had 
fent no communication to Col. Roose- 
velt, 

What Governor Wrote. 
. Gov. Hadley’s letter, in full, is as fol- 
lows: 

Sept. 1, 1912.—Col. Theodore Roosevelt, 
St. Louis, Mo.: My Dear Col. Roosevelt 
~—I am writing you witn reference to 
the political situation in this State, in 
order that you may have the informa- 
tion necessary for a decision as to what 
recommendations you will makes to the

Chief Learns They Inspired Pe- 
tition Signed by Carr Street 
District Merchants. 
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NEW PLAN A!’ SUCCESS 


Men Want It Abolished Because 
It Separates Them From 
Their Partners.

The discovery by Chief Young that a 
petition requesting the abolition of the 
post system in the Carr Street District 
had been inspired by patrolmen who 
were dissatisfied with the new pian, led 
to a shakeup in that district. Friday. 
Seven patrolmen were transferred from 
the district to headquarters to be used 
as a reserve squad, and an eighth man 
sent to Chief Allender’s staff. 

The petition asking that the post sys- 
tem be discontinued was sent to the 
Board of Police Commissioners a week 
ago, and bore the signatures of several 
merchants in the Carr Street District. 
Chief Young was instructed to investti- 
gate the merits of the petition. 


Finds System Big Suc 


cess. 

Capt. Schoppe, after having experi- 
mented with the system for two months, 
was ready when called upon by the 
Chief to give his opinion of the plan, 
and ‘ie stated that it was not only a 
huge success in keeping crime at a min- 
imum, but that it also had rendered use- 
less to the district the services of eight 
patrolmen. 

Chief Young then instructed Schoppe 
to select the eight “least active’’ pa- 
trolmen of the district and sent them to 
headquarters. 

Seven men were transferred Friday. 
They were Patrolmen William Hill, 
Henry Amelung, Edward Helgoth, Dave 
Sharlow, Mike Bree, Hugo Borgess and 
Tom Canty. They were instructed to 
report to Acting Inspector Nolte and to 
be in readiness for emergency work. 
Their first assignment Friday was to 
the Carr Street District to take the 
places of men Who had to be in court. 

Capt. Schoppe has not yet selected the 
-man to serve on Chief Allender’s staff. 

There afte 13 posts in the Carr Street 
District. The post idea consists in the 
stationing of a man at a fixed place, on 
a corner near a police telephone. 

He remains there while his partner 
makes the rounds of the beat. In case 
the station receives word that a police- 
man is wanted at a certain place in a 
hurry, the operator telephones the box 
at the post station nearest the scene of 
trouble and the post policeman hastens 
to the scene. 

One policeman remains on post duty 
four hours, or half of his working day, 
and his partner takes the post for the 
remaining four hours. Policemen gen- 
erally disliked the post system, because 
it separated them from their partners.

Judge Albert Dexter Nortoni Friday 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter how, al- 
though of English ancestry, he acquired 
his surname.

The family name was Norton. Judge 
Nerton’s father, a native of Massachu- 
setts, ran away from home and went 
to New York when 12 years old. He 
obtained work at the Bowery theater as 
helper to a noted -Italian scene painter. 
His duties were to care for the paints 
and hand the brushes to the artist. 
Young Norton secretly tried his own 
hand at painting. The artist found him 
and told him he had great talent and 
that he might achieve fame as a painter 
if he had an Italian name. There was 
no chance for an artist with an English 
name to make a reputation, the stene 
painter told him. 

Intending to follow painting as a call- 
ing, the boy added a final “i” to his 
name, and eVer afterward was known 
as Nortoni. He gave up painting for 
the study of medicine and served as an 
army surgeon throughout the civil war. 

All of the®eastern relatives of Judge 
Nortoni are Nortons. One of these is 
Madame Nordica, the famous opera 
singer, who is his father’s third cousin.

Ing white faces. This was done appar- 
ently in consonance with Roosevelt's 
idea that the Progressive party should 
be a white man’s party. 

This effacement of the negroes from 
the picture brought all manner of trou- 
ble, as some of the Colonel’s negro 
friends insisted on being identified with 
his new party, whether they were wel. 
come or not.

Lewis discovered after he had been 
deposed as secretary that he was.a 
member of the committee of nine given, 
by resolution of the State cohvention, 
absolute power over the St. Louis or- 
ganization, of which Janis is chairman.

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THE NEW STATE PARTY. 

‘The new party State platform contains several 
notably excellent planks concerning meas- 
ures ‘in the _ State. Among them are 
social reform measures relating to labor; 
a State public utilities commission with 
full power to regulate public utility eorporations 
and fix rates; the enlarging of the power of 
cities to own and operate public utilities; liberal 
home rule; reform of judicial procedure and au- 
thorizing commission forms of government for 
cities. 

The subject touched upon of most importance 
to all citizens is that of taxation. Although no 
specific plan of reform is outlined, the taxation 
plank contains a sweeping pledge to revise “the 
revenue laws of the State sp as to insure an equit- 
able and nondiscriminating distribution of the 
burdens of government.” 

The convention might with wisdom have gone 
further and specifically indorsed the constitutional 
amendment of the Equitable Tax League providing 
for a State tax commission. This measure is 
wholly divorced from the single tax proposal of 
the league and offers a practical step towards gen- 
uine tax reform, 

The tax system of the State is chaotic. As at 
present operated it grossly discriminates between 
sections and citizens. It places heavy burdens on 
commerce and industry. It uses a fine’meshed net 
for the poor and a coarse meshe for the 
rich. It hits the tools andthe meager poss | 
of the workingman and misses the surplus wealth 
of the rich and the idler. 

The Democratic party suffers the disgrace of 
having through a long term of power not only 
refused to improve our unjust and chaotic tax, sys- 
tem, but of having used tax discrimination as a 
political asset. It is in the embarrassing position 
now of having a candidate for Governor who 
helped to maintain\ discriminating taxation and 
pleaded his support of injustice as a reason for his 
nomination. Its candidates for Secretary of State 
and Auditor have records marred by refusals to 
equalize the burdens of taxation. The party must 
square itself with the people. : 

The new party with courageous and intelligent 
leadership could do valuable public service by 
vigorously attacking evils and advocating needed 
reform which the old parties have refrained from 
touching on account of timidity or strong special 
influences.

When modern dentistry began to make the re- 
placement of decayed and useless teeth possi- 
ble, the dental condition of thousands of per- 
sons was so bad that the sacrifice of most of the 
natural equipment of teeth was a common re- 
quirement, in order to make room for what have 
humorously been called “store teeth.” 

That was the unfortunate lot of generations 
now passing away. The young men and women 
of today; and especially the children, need pass 
tbrough no such.suffering and inconvenience. We 
are beginning to understand the importance of 
proper. care of the teeth. 

The Board of Education can dd6 nothing of 
more vital consequence to the future welfare of 
the school children than to give serious consider- 
ation to this matter. It should take full advant- 
age of any offers made by dentists or dental soci- 
eties to treat the teeth of the children by compe- 
tent, certified dentists. The city should estab- 
lish a regular clinic for this purpose, and 
not relax its efforts until every poor child has 
the opportunity to attend tbe dental clinic when- 
ever necessary. This would equip the coming 
generation of St. Louisans with increased health 
and strength, and very greatly add to the effi- 
ciency of the teaching staff, who would. be ham- 
pered no more by pupils under the handicap of 
defective teeth.

A HOT DAY CLASSICO. 
There have been days of late when many a 
man must have asked himself if literature cuon- 
tained any adequate presentation of the minor 
horrors, the lesser calamities of a hot wave's 
transit through a crowded land. One man, at 
least, whose touch was of the lightest, tried his 
hand in a description of the ills and inconveni- 
ences of a hot day. The subject was suitable to 
Leigh Hunt's talent for trifles, and it may be 
refreshing to quote a few sentences from the lit- 
tle essay he entitled “Now.” The poet, Keats, 
was with the author when he was writing it,

it; and horses drink out of the trough, streteh- 
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ing thelr yearning necks with loosened col- 
lars; and the traveler calls for his glass of 
ale, having been without one for more. 
than ten’ minutes; and hjs horse stands wino- 
ing at the flies, giving sharp shivers of his 
skin, and moving to and fro his ineffectual 
docked tail; and now Miss Betty Wiisen, 
the host's daughter, comes streaming forth in 
a gown and earrings, carrying with 
four of her beautiful fingers the foaming 
glass, for which, after) the traveler has drank 
it, she receives with an indifferent eye, look- 
‘ing enother way, the lawful two-pence. 
When we turn to the London side of life we are 


greeted by sentences like these: 

Now the weater-cart, jumbling along the 
middle of the street, and jolting the showers 
out of its box of water, really does something. 
Now fruiterers’ shops and dairies’ look pleas- 
ant, and ices are the only things to those who 
can get them. * Now jockeys walking in 
great-coats to lose flesh, course inwardly.
